The inspiration for the decorating of this bathroom came with the find¬ 
ing of the old carriage lamp, and the louvred window shutters. Both 
were stored in the barn. (Maybe there are others in your cellar or attic, 
right now!) 

Here’s its recipe for smart color scheming: French blue, a touch of 
yellow, add a chocolate brown floor and shower curtain, top with the 
sparkling white of Universal-Rundle bathroom fixtures! 

The lamp is wired for electricity; the shutters applied with early 
American hinges. The louvres on the shutters give perfect ventilation 
for the cabinets—the lower one can be used for linens. 

A simple, but important structural feature is the continuous shelf 
which goes around the wall partition. Hair lotions, soap, cosmetics or 
any essential for the bath or shower are at your finger tips. 

A charming touch to the informality of the room is the yellow pro¬ 
vincial drape and the overhead awning which lends a touch of gaiety.

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The second you look at this bathroom you know it is intriguingly different 
. . . the very design for many modern homes. In this room, the natural 
warmth of mellow waxed pine, the forest green tiles, bordered with 
lemon-peel yellow, green accent notes in the curtains, the staccato of the 
cherry-red chair—all provide a lovely natural setting for the pearl-like 
lustre of Universal-Rundle fixtures! 

This pine room is simple to construct. The vertical pine boards can 
be put up easily by any home-owner. Or, if you prefer, there are many 
wonderful, waterproof, moistureproof, pineboard wallpapers available. 

This practical “compartmental” bath is convenient for the whole 
family. Each unit is so situated that two persons can use the bathroom 
at the same time, without crowding. 
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Here walls of hot chocolate complement the sky-like azure blue of 
Universal-Rundle colorware. Accent notes of citron yellow, soft ma¬ 
genta and muted Parma violet are sprinkled about. 

Simple but charming decorative ideas indicate taste and imagina¬ 
tion in what used to be the most neglected room in the house. The ladder 
shelf partition can be made of wood or scrap angle irons. The shirred 
fabric window materials can be bought at any 5 & 100 store, will fit 
most any window. The dressing table can be an old table covered with 
a home-made skirt. 

Here is a master bathroom, convenient for the whole family. If 
“morning rush” bathroom traffic is a problem, you can omit the dress¬ 
ing table, place two lavatories back to back. 






























This lovely bath is in terra cotta, slate blue and pink, with accent notes 
of desert tan Universal-Rundle colorvvare. The black spatter dot lino¬ 
leum combines these color notes in perfect harmony. 

The room is modern in feeling, sophisticated in taste. It’s a small 
room with an expansive feel—one we would find in the contemporary 
ranch type of house that is so popular. 

The terra-cotta brick wall can be the actual brick of a load bear¬ 
ing wall, or brick wall paper. Either way it conveys an idea of “space” 
a sensation of bringing the outside in. The movement given by the 
line of the shelf adds to the feeling of continuity. 

The combination closet is wonderfully useful. Top section for 
towels, etc.; bottom section, a series of three pull-out stocking and towel 
driers. The star-burst bell-shaped light adds glamour to the room. It can 
slide across the room on an overhead trolley and settle over the vanity. 
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The very idea for your bathroom may not be any one of the foregoing 
designs entirely. But you are sure to pick up a lot of ideas from them 
that you can use in your own original variations or combinations. 

Here are some sketches of other bathroom designs that the decorator 
has added to our book for good measure. 


A “checker board” room with a dozen clever moves! There’s 
linen space galore behind the doors of that ingenious checker 
wall cabinet—and “show off” space for your lovely bath acces¬ 
sories. A brown and tan checker board floor harmonizes with 
the warm, sunny spirit of the room. 


Hidden magic—in a marvelously modern bathroom ! For who’d 
ever guess that ebony dressing table was once an old flush door? 
Or that the lavish-looking marble partition is just marble- 
finished Marlite? Touches of pink, and vivid white fixtures, 
contrast smartly with the room’s bold blue and black. 








































This Vanitee-inspired room has been starred in the dreams of 
every woman who has longed for a perfect place to primp—or 
to bathe a new baby. Cleans like a dream, too, with its dust-free 
vertical Venetian blinds . . . wipe-off paneling around the tub

The whiteness of vitreous china or enameled cast iron fixtures can be 
measured scientifically by the amount of light reflected. Scientific lab¬ 
oratories measure this percentage of light reflectance with a Photo¬ 
meter. Through such tests scientists have determined that Universal- 
Rundle fixtures test over 80% in light reflectance—the whitest bathroom 
fixtures ever made. The easiest way to pick the whitest fixtures is to 
choose Universal-Rundle.

Happy colorware combinations 


Though Arctic White is the favorite still, more and more homemakers 
are turning to colored bathroom fixtures—the soft-toned pastel pieces 
that never tire the eyes. 

Universal-Rundle originated colored bathroom fixtures more than a 
quarter-century ago. They offer today, a choice of Azure Blue, Desert 
Tan, Verdant Green, or Sunlit Ivory ... at slight additional cost. In addi¬ 
tion to the Ving Smith color schemes in the decorator designed baths, 
shown on preceding pages, here are some other beautiful color combi¬ 
nations for use with colored fixtures— 


With Azure Blue — walls of 
gun-metal, floor and ceiling of 
white. For accessories, flame 
stripe shower curtains and tow¬ 
els, a white mat. 


Desert Tan — walls of pale 
beige, floor of hot chocolate, 
ceiling white. Curtains of hot 
chocolate too, towels and mat 
of beige. 




Verdant Green — walls and 
ceiling may be pale willow 
green, floors of multi-color spat- 
terdash tile or linoleum with 
black background. Curtains of 
green and white plaid. Towels 
and mat of leaf or light green. 



Sunlit Ivory — walls of bright 
navy, floor in black, contrasting 
ceiling of white. Then use cur¬ 
tains and towels of sprout green, 
mat of ivory. 


How to choose a lifetime finish 

Some bathroom fixtures become dull and stained because they have not 
been “baked” hard enough. They therefore absorb water, acids, stains, 
etc., and chip readily. 

Universal-Rundle Vitreous China fixtures are made by the famous 
Hi-Fired process of kiln-firing originated by U/R ceramists. In these 
great ovens temperatures average higher than in any other in the indus¬ 
try—at times up to 2300° F. The resulting surface is actually harder 
than steel, with a smooth, glassy gloss that keeps clean effortlessly. 





















How to match fixtures 



It is important that individual units—tub, water closet and lavatory— 
should match in whiteness or color as well as in design. Mismatched 
units throw the whole decor off key. 

Universal-Rundle fixtures are color matched closer than the eye can 
see—within 2% light reflectance. Photometric techniques insure this. 

Picking fixtures for performance 

In Lavatories—look for a big basin, one you can get your elbows into. 
You may want extra shelf room, for shaving and beauty accessories. 
See that there is an anti-splash rim. 

Bathtubs should have wide and comfortable seats for foot-bathing, or 
for bathing the children. Built-in soap dishes are convenient. 

Water Closets. Flushing action should be quiet and sure. In order of 
preference and cost, the three types are: Siphon-jet, Reverse-trap, and 
Washdown. Any of these Universal-Rundle fixtures will serve you well. 


The Siphon-jet is quieter, more positive. The Reverse-trap is more power¬ 
ful than the simple Washdown. 

Fittings should sparkle, clean easily, perform faultlessly. An easy quar¬ 
ter-turn of the faucet should give a strong full flow of water, quick- 
cushioned shut-off. Get heavy, triple-plated chrome brass fittings. Look 
for simple, functional designs without corners or crevices to harbor dirt. 



Care will keep your fixtures beautiful! 

Clean fixtures with soap and water. A mild cleanser may be used on 
hard-to-clean areas, but never use harsh, gritty cleaners! You’ll find it 
saves time to clean all the chrome first—then clean the vitreous and 
enameled surfaces of all three fixtures. 














The same know-how that produces the world’s finest bathroom fixtures, 
now creates the ultimate in modern kitchen equipment for you. Universal- 
Rundle’s white enameled cast iron or steel cabinet sinks, make the 
kitchen a happy and efficient workroom for the lady of the house. 

Here you will find the same dazzling white, the same “harder than 
steel” surfaces, the same integral bond of enamel and fixture body, com¬ 
plete stain resistance, and luster that lasts through the years. 

Choice of right- or left-hand models. Sink edges are planned to keep 
the water off your kitchen floor. Sinks are deep and roomy, for comfort¬ 
able dish-washing. Ledge sink fittings are complete with spray and 
Spring-Flo aerator—aerates the water, prevents splashing, makes suds 
aplenty with less soap.
